No; it stands, or sits, erect upon the sward—its 
chin almost touching the surface—square, as if still

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taken. With cheeks pale or blood-bedaubed, апа 
eyes closed or glassy, this—the position—need not 
so much surprise.

not glassed. They are glancing—they are glaring— 
they are rolling.

CHAPTER II.
